do grow forth, which afterwards 
hath power to perfeCt other Bodies 
which are imperfect. And there- 
fore the Philoſophers alſo ſaid pre- 
ſently after, that thoſe labours are 
to this end undertaken about their

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to a far greater degree of ſubtlety 
and excellency, than the common 
Gold and Silver poſſeſſeth.

rm. for? Armlduz in his 
tiale & Epiſtle ſpeaketh home,

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& in our Stone potentially and vir- 
tually, after a powerful, inviſible 
and natural way ; for if it were 
not ſo, no Gold nor Silver could 
come of it : but the Gold nnd Sil- 
wer exiſting in our Stone, is better 
than the common, becauſe zt z [:- 
wing, but the common 1 dead. And 
for this very reaſon the Philoſo-. 
phers called it their Gold and their 
Silver, becauſe it is powerful in 
their Stone, active in its eſſence, 
but not viſible common Gold and 
Silver ; which is alſo confirmed by 
Euclides in the great Roſary, ſay- 
ing, Nothing cometh of a perfect 
thing, in regard it is already per- 
fet and compleat, being ſo made 
by Nature.

violent, ſubrle, airy, clear, cloſe, 
incombuſtible, penetrant and vi- 
tal : and thereupon he ſpeaketh 
further, Truly, I have told thee 
all the manner and circumſtances 
of the Fire, which only performeth 
all, and therefore he bids the Rea- 
der, to conſider well and often the 
words he ſaid concerning the Fire. 
Conſequently, he that is wiſe will 
eaſily perceive thence, that thoſe 
words are not to be underſtood of 
a common, but of a ſupernatural 
Fire ; which alſo Mary the Prophe- 
teſs doth hint, ſaying, that the 
Element of Watzr doth diflolve 
the Bodies, and make them white. 


And concerning this Fire: (which

it 1s the greateſt ſecret of all, how 
to attain to the knowledge of it, 
And moreover he faith in figura- 
tive expreſſions, that this Fire is 
compoſed of Horſe-dung and Calx 
vive. But what is prefigured by 
Calx wive, I will expound in ano- 
ther place. And what is ſignified 
by Horſe-dung, I mentioned be- 
_—_. fore VIZ. that by Horſc- 
gainusPhi= dung is meant the Wa- 
loſuphorum ter of the prima mate- 
'eft agus ria, for it is warm and 
Merewrii. moiſt like Hor ſe-dung ; 
but it is no common Horſe-dung, 
as many ignorant perſons do ſup- 
poſe and underſtand. Hence ſaith 
the 


the Philoſopher Manus, the Philo- 
ſophers called the moiſt Fire Horſe- 
dang, in which moiſture is kept 
the occult heat, becauſe it 1s the 
property of the Fire exiſting in the 
Horſe belly, not to deſtroy Gold, 

but by reaſon of its *moiffure to 
increaſe it. To the like purpoſe 
ſpeaketh Alchidonius : Our Medi- 
cine muſt be hidden in moiſt Horſe- 
dung, which is the Philoſophers 
Fire. And Alangs : Dear Son, be 
careful in the work of Putrefaction 
or Deſtrufion, which is to be per- 
formed in a gentle heat, that is, 
in moiſt Horſe-dung. Arnoldus de 
V:1ls nova, in the gth. chap, faith, 
that the heat of Porſe-dung 1s 
their Fire. So likewiſe Alphidrns : 
it is digeſted and buried in the heat 
of Horſe-dung. And Ariſtotle: the 
Earth or Body will enjoy no virtue, 
unleſs it be ſublimed by the means 
of Horſe-dung. And therefore , 
faith Hermes, roaſt and cook it 
the heat of Horſe-dung. And Me- 
rienus : if thou do not find in 


Horſe-dung what thou lookeſt for, 
thou 
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thou hadſt beſt to ſave thy char- 
ges. With theſe agreeth Arnoldus, 

ſaying : Let none ſeek 
_ for 5. other Fire be- 
eſt Ignis Ffides this, for it is the 
Phnl:Fopho= Fire of the Wiſe, the 
—_— melting Furnace of the 
Wiſe, and their Furnace for calci- 
ning, ſubliming , reverberating, 
diſlolving, and performing of Co- 
agulation and Fixation ; for this 
Water diffolveth all Metals, and 
calcineth them, and melteth it ſelf 
together with them, both into red 
and white. In like manner alſo the 
- Turba and Senior ſpeaketh : Our 

Water. is a Fire, and our Water is 
ſtronger than any Fire, for it re- 
duceth the Body of Gold into a 
meer Spirit, which the natural Fire 
is not able to do, though the na- 
tural Fire muſt likewiſe be had. 
For then our Water cnters itito the 
natural Bodies, and. changeth it 
RIF into the primigenial Water, 
and afterwards into Earth or Pow- 
der, which doth more forcibly 
burn the Gold than the natural 
Y Fire; 
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fire ; and accordingly Calid ſaith, 
It is truly a Fire, which burneth 
and grindeth all things, 
Bur the manner of 4, 
preparing this Philoſo- Mercuris 
phick Water ar Fire, quomedo 
that is, the Agua Mer- pang 
curi7, the Philoſophers = 
bave concealed ; however Ray- 
und Lufllie of all hath written beſt 
of it, though in dark expreſſions, 
Accordingly, firſt of all it will be 
requiſite, to purge Mercury from its 
extraneous humidity and terrene 
terreſtriety, yet ſo, as not by means 
of corruptible things ; for by ſuch 
its noble, fruitful, virideſcent and 
generating Nature would be mar- 
red. Avicen, Arnoldus, Geber, Ray- 
mundus, in Codicillo, and other Phi- 
lolophers beſides, ſay, that Mer- 
cury is beſt cleanſed by ſubliming 
it from common Salt, which done, 
the ſublimate to be thrown into 
warm Water, which will diffolve 
and ſever the Spirit of Salt' from 
it ; afterwards the {ublimate being 
dryed aud mixed with Salt of Tar- 
tor, 
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tar, and forced through a Retort, 
it will revive again, and this to be 
done divers times, and by this 
proceeding Mercury will be freed 
ſomewhat from its extraneous moi- 
ſture and feculency ; and Bernhar- 
##us towards the end of his Epiſtle 
ſaith, that this purgatien doth not 
hurt Mercury, in regard that the 
hot Water and Salt do not pene- 
trate into its ſubſtance. But it is

Italian Tongues ; to which I after- 
wards by uſe added the Fewiſp or 
Hebrew. He made uſe of me, 6 
far as I was capable, in his Labo- 
Tatory, for he had great'skill in 
Phyſick, and cured moſt deſperate 
Diſeaſes. When 1 was'twenty five 
years of Age, he called me into hys 
Parlour, and made me ſwear-to 
him, that I would never marry 
without his conſent and -know- 
ledge; which I promiſed, and have 
religiouſly kept. 
. When I was thirty years of Age, 
on 2 morning he ſends'for me into. 
his Parlour, and faid very lovingly 
tome, My Son, I perceive that the 
Ralſcm of my Life, by reaſon of 
extreme old Age coming on, ( for 
he was eighty eight years of Age) 
is well-njgh waſted, and that con» 
ſequently my Death is at the door: 
wherefore Lhave writ-my laſt: Will, 
and Teſtament; for the uſe and

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benefit of my Brothers Sons, and 
of you, and have laid it upon the 
Table of my Cloſer, whither nei- 
ther you nor any mortal ever cn- 
tred ; for you durſt not ſo much 
as knock as the door, during the 
hours ſet apart for my Devotion. 
Having ſaid this, he went to the 
double door of his Cloſer, and 
daubed over the joynings thereof 
with a certain tranſparent and. 
Cryſtalline Matter, which he 
wrought with his fingers till it be- 
came ſoft and yielding like Wax, 
and imprinted his Golden Seal up- 
on it ; the ſaid Matter was im- 
mediately hardned by the cold 
Air, fo that without defacing the 
Seal, the door could no way be 
opened.

by means of a certain Inſtrument, 
of which hereafter I ſhall make 
mention. 


A little after his Nephews came, | 
- to whom I gave an account of | 


what had paſſed: all which Mr. | 
Jeſſe heard with a ſmile, but the | 
ather Brother not without aftoniſh- 
ment and wonder. I gave him the. 
Keys, together with the Glaſs in

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Solution ; but they refuſed then to 
. meddle with any thing that day, 
being tired with their Journey, but 
on the morrow, after I had care- 
fully ſhut all the doors 'of the 
houſe, and none but they and I be- 


ing preſent, Mr. Jeſſe took the: 


Glaſs Vial, and broke it over 2 
China-diſh, which might receive 
the incloſed Liquor, and took ſome 
of the ſaid Liquor and pur it'upon 
the tranſparent Matter, with which 
the Cabinet was ſcaled, and imme- 
diately the Matter which before 
was hard as Chryſtal, was reſolved 
into a thickiſh Water ; fo he opened 
| the Cabinet, and took thence the 

Keys of the Cloſet. 

* Then we came to the door of 
the Cloſet, where Mr. Jeſſe ha- 
ving” ſcen the Seal, he wetted it 
as formerly with the foremen- 
tioned Liquor, which immediate- 
ly-:gave way ; and {© he opened 
the ſaid double - door , but ſhut 
i& again; and falling down upon 
his Knees, prayed ; - as we alſo;

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doors upon us. Here I ſaw great 
Miracles. 

In the midſt of the Cloſet ſtood 
a Table, whoſe Frame was of Ebo- 
ny. g the Table it ſelf was round, 
and of the ſame Wood, bur covered 
with Plates of beaten Gold : before 
the Table, was placed a low Foot- 
ſtool, for to kneel upon; in the 
midſt of the Table ſtood an Inſtru- 
ment of a ſtrange and wonderful 
contrivance, the lower. part of 1 it 
or Pedeftal was of pure Gold, = 
middle part was of moſt tranſpa- 
rent Cryſtal, in which was inclo- 
ſed an incombuſtible ang perpetu- 
ally-ſhining Fire ; the upper part 
of it was likewiſe of pure Gold, 
made in the form of a ſmall Cup, 
or Vial. 

Juſt above this Inſtrument hung 
down 2 Chain of Gold, to which, 
was faſtned an artificial Cryſtal, 
of an Oval form, filled with the. 
aforefaid perpetual Fire. 

+ On whe right fide of the Table 
ye-taok notice of; a Golden Box, 


and Ph wand ſame. a little Spoon ; 
” this 
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this Box contained a Balſom of z 
Scanſet colour. 

On the left fide we faw a little 
Desk of maſſie Cold, upon- which 
was laid a Book containing twelye 
leaves of pure beaten Gold, being 
tractable and flexible as Paper ; in 
the midft of the leaves were ſeye- 
ral Charatters engraved, as like- 
wiſe in the Corncrs of the faid 
leaves, but in the ſpace between 
the Center and Corners of the 
| leaves, were filled with Holy 
Prayers. 

"Under the Desk we found the 
. aft Will of my deceaſed Maſter ; 
whilſt we were in the Cloſer, Mr. 
Fefſe kneeled down, leaning upon 
the Desk, and with moſt humble 
devotion repeated ſome of the 
forementioned Prayers, and then 
with the little Spoon took up a 
finall quantity of the aforeſaid 
Balſom, and pur it into the top of 
the Inſtrument which was in the 
midft of the Table, and inſtantly 
# moſt grateful Fume aſcending, 
which with irs moſt pleaſing _ 
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did-moſt ſenſibly refreſh us : bur 
that which to me ſeem'd miracuv- 
bus was, that the ſaid Fume aſcer - 
ding, cauſed the perpetual Fire cn- 
doſed in the hanging Chryſtal, to 
faſh and blaze terribly, like ſome 
great Star or Lightning. 

After this, Mr. Jefſe read the 
Will, wherein he bequeathed to 
Mr. Jeſſe all his Inſtruments and 
Books of Wiſdom, and the reſt of 
his Goods to be equally divided 
between him and his Brother ; be» 
fides he heft me a-Legacy of 6000 
Golden Ducatoons, as an acknow- 
ledgment of my fidelity, 

And accordingly firſt enquiry 
was made for the Inſtruments and 


Books of Wiſdom ; of thoſe that 


vere on and about the Table, ! 
have ſpoke already : in the right 
fide of the Cloſet ſtood a Cheſt of 
Ebony, whoſe inſide was all co- 
yered with Plates of beaten Cold, 
and contained twelve. CharaQers 
engraven upon them. 

From thence we went to view 2 
large Cheſt,_ containing twelve 
Lookings 
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Looking-glaſſes not made of Glaſs, 
but 'of a certain wonderful un. 
known Matter ; the Center of the 
_ faid Looking-glaſſes were filled 
with wonderful Characters, the 
Brims of them were incloſed in 
pure Gold, and between the ſaid 
Brims and Center they were po- 
liſhed, Looking-glaſſes receiving 
all oppoſite Images. 

After this we opened a very 
large Cheſt, or Caſe, in which we 
found a moſt capacious Looking- 
glaſs, which 'Mr. Jeſſe told us was 
Solomons Looking-glaſs, and the 
Miracle of the whole World ; in 
which the Characteriſms of the 
whole Univerſe were united. 

We ſaw alſo in a Box of Ebony, 
2 Globe made of a wonderful Mat- 
ter; Mr. Jeſſe told us, that in the 
faid Globe was ſhut up the Fire 
and Soup of the World, and that 
therefore the ſaid Globe of ir (elf 
_ performed all irs motions, in an 
exact Hqgrmony and Agreementt 
with thoſe of the Univerſe.

Teſſe refuſed to take for himſelf 
any of the ſaid 'Gold ; for he aid, 
that thoſe things which were afore 
bequeathed to him, did fully con- 
tent him, for he was skill'd in my 
Maſters Art, and therefore ordered 
his part 'of the Gold to be be- 
ſtowed upon ſeveral poor Virgins, 
of kin to them, to make up ther 
Portions. 1 my {elf married one of

Mr. Jeſſe packed up all his 
things, and carried them home

other names. Befides, know that 
this Water and Matter generate as 
well the Red Stone, as the White: 
Know alfo, when this firſt Matter. 
is brought to its compleat- white- 
neſs, ther the end of one, is the 
beginning of the other ; that is, of 
KheRed Stone, which is our Red 
Magne/ia, and Virgins Braſs, as we 
id at firſt : Son, ſee thoa- well 
naderſtand theſe words. Our Vir- 
gins Braſs, is our Gold ; yer I do 
not ſay, that all Braſs is Gold; 
alſo our Braſs, is our live Brim- 
ſtone ; but all live Brimftone, is not 
our live Brimſtone : alſo Quick- 
flver, is Mercury ; but I do not ſay, 
that common Quickſilver, is our 
Silver : as I {aid before, that Wa- 
ter of Life which is our Sced and 
firſt Matter, is our Mercury atid 
our Spirit of Life, which is ex- 
trated out of the bleſſed Land of - 
Mthiopia, which is called Magne- 
fa, and by many other names. 
Beſides, my Son, know that there 
is no perfect generation, without 
cor- 
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corruption; for corruption cauſeth! 
cleanlineſs, and cleanlineſs cor- 
ruption. Confider therefore, Son, 
our dying poiſon, which dyeth and 
is dyed perpetually; and this s 
our Body, our Soul, and onr Spirit, 
when they are joyned together in 
one, and become one thing, which 
with -its parts ariſeth alſo out gf 


one thing, beſides which theres 
not any other, neither ever ſhall 


be. Wherefore, my Son, great folly 
it is for any one to believe, thar 
any other Medicine can be turned 
into Gold”or Silver ; which Medi- 
cine will little profit thee of it ſelf, 
Except it be mingled with a Body, 
for 'then ſhall ir perfe& its work 
according to its' form to which it 
is born : For it is never born that 
it. may. of it ſelf become a Body, 
Moreover, know that there is as 
much difference between the firſt 
Matter, which is called the Seed of 
Metals, and the Medirine, as is be- 
tween the Medicine and Gold : For 
the Sced will never be the Medi- 


cinc without & Body, neither. will 


the 
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the Medicine ever be a Metal with- 
out 2 Body. Much difference alſo 
there: is between Elixir and the 
Mcdicine, as between Maſculine 
and Feminine Seed, and alfo an In- 
fant which is generated of thoſe in 
the Matrice. Now .you may ſec, 
thar the Seed is one thing, andthe 
Infant another ; though they be 
one and: the fame in kind, oat 
thing, one operation, .the Veſſel 
finally one, though it be called by 
divers names: For of a Man and 
Woman, is an Infant born, when as 
yet the Man is one thing, and the 
Woman. another, though they be 
one and the ſame in kind : which * 


- you ought to underſtand in our 


Stone. But what I aid before, thac 
corruption: is the cauſe of generas * 
tion, and of cleanlineſs, is: rruz x 
For, you muſt know, that every 
thing-in its firſt Matfer is corrupt 
and bitter, which corruption aud 
bitterneſs- is "called dying. poiſon , 
which is the cauſe of Life. in all 
things, as will be ſufficiently. ma+ 
riteſt, if you with-right reaſon do 
weizh 
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weigh the Natures of things. Con- 
ſider well, O Son, that when Lucr- 
fer the Angel of Pride,-faſt -re- 
belled againſt God, and prerari- 
cated the Command of the nioſt 
High, be affured that this was 
made corrupt, b'tter,: and harſh 
to him : «Nv: leſs was the fall and 
" prevarication of our firſt Parents 
_ - Adam and Eve, whom death and 
. condemnation followed, made to 
them corruption- and- bitterneſs, 
and Ukewiſe to us in' whom the 
fame corruption: 1s - propagated, 
- Many more like examples I could 
, recite, if need were + Bur ſetting 
aſe theſe, to come to what is 
proper to our diſcourſe ; conſider 
well, that of all- precious Fruits 
which grow out of the Earth, their 
Erſt Matrer is bitter and harſh, as 
Rill retaining ſome footſtep of the 
former corrupt *op and putrefaQi- 
on; which bitterneſs, by the means 
of continual aQion of narural hear, 
is" with great virtue turned int6 
ſwetraefs.

Powder, leſs than 
the Motes in the Sun ; of a glu- 
tinous- Water ; which feeling the 
heat, will aſcend and deſcend in 
the Glaſs: ar length it will thicken 
and congeal, and become like 
Pitch, exceeding Black ; in the end 
it will become a Body, and Earth, 
which ſome call Terra fietids ; fer 
then by reafon of the perfet Pu- 
trefaction , it will have a ſcent 
or ſtink like unto Graves newly 
opened , whercia the Bodics are 

aa 
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not. thorowly conſumed. Hermes 
doth call it Terra folizs, bur the 
proper name is Leon, which mult 
be blanched and made white. 

This bla-kneſs deth manifeſt a 
Conjunction- of the Male and Fe- 
male, or- rather of the four Ele» 
ments. 

Orange colour then doth ſhew 
that the Body hath not yet had 
ſuſhcient digeſtion, and that the 
humidity ( whereof the colours of 
Black, Blew, and Azure do come ) 
is but halt overcome by the dry- 
neſs. 

When dryneſs doth predomi- 
nate, then all will be white Pow- 
der: It firſt beginneth to whiten 
round about the outward fides of 
the Glaſs ; the Ludmus Philoſophorum 
doth ſay, that the firſt ſign of per- 
fe& whiteneſs, is the appearing of 
a little hoary circle paſling upon 
the Head, ſhewing it (elf round 
atout the Matter on the outward 
fides of the Glaſs, in a kind of 
Citrine colour.

with the common Mercury ; or the 
Bodies, or the Oyl of Gold and 


Silver, diffolved in the Aqua Mer- 


£873 , doth much haften the ope-

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ration of Medicines for Metals: 
But we need not ( as abſolutely 
neceſſary) any mere than the 
common Mercury or oy Rn 
diſſoived lightly, either for- Elixiry 
or precious Stones z only ſmall 
Natural Stones muſt be diſſolved 
in the Mercurial Water, ſo ſhall 
you have ſuch Stones again as you 
diſſolve, and thoſe of what bigneſs 
you pleaſe, far exceeding Natu» 
ral ones. 

The next great Secret of Phi- 
loſophers, is the preparation of 
common Nuick-filuver or Mercury; 
for common Mercury , as Nature 
produceth it, is not fit for ſuch 
operations, nor can they any way 
be performed by it : for our Mer- 
eury is not the common Mercury 
or Quick-fiver, but is made of it, 
by 2 true Philoſophical skill ; it 
13 not the white Mercury or Quick- 
filver, but its ſubtle, ſpiritual, 


and watery being prudently ſepa- 
rated. For the. manifeſtation of 
eur Mercnry, the trac Mercury of 

Philo» 


airie and fiery parts, the earthy - 
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fhiloſophers, firſt prepare the com- 
mon Mercury by a due Philoſophi- 
cal preparation, until thou haſt 
ſeparated and purged him from 
his two extremes or excrements, 
Earth and Water : diſſolve it then, 
after its purification, into a Milkie, - 
Cryſtalline, and Silver Liquor or 
Water, which in three or four 
months is to be done : being once 
difolved, thou mayſt ever after 
diſplve more and more Mercury 
in fully fourty days, for Mercury 
once diſſolved, diſſolveth it ſelf 
ever after infinitely. And having 
diſſolved it, diſtill it perfeQly, 
until it have no Faces in the 
Cornue; after Diſtillation, bring 
it again to Putrefation, and when 
it is blackifh, diſtill it again: fo 
ſhalt thou have two Oyls, a white 
Silver Oyl, and thickiſh, and at 
laſt a very red or Bloud-like Oy], 
which is the Element of Fire, The 
white Oyl ſerveth for Multiplica- 
tion , or multiplying the white 
El:xir, and for the making of-all 
precious Stones, 'by diflolving of 
F4 {ſmall 
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ſmall precious Stones in it, for | 
will preſently diſſolve them : then 
in a gentle heat of Aſhes congeal 
them again, and they far exced 
any Natural ones, both in luftre, 
and virtue, and hardneſs. The red 
Oyl is for the multiplying the red 
Elixir, even to an infinite height 
in projection ; which when it is by 
often multiplying or multiplica- 
tion, brought to a fixt Oyl, then 
thou mayſt do ſeveral Magical, 
yet Natural and ftrange Opera- 
tions by it. 

To make the E/xirs thon muſt 
proceed thus : When thou haſt 
diſſolved rightly the common Me- 
eury, which cannot be done before 
it be duly prepared for ſuch a Phi- 
toſophical diſſolution, when it is 
diflolved into a Milkie, Silver, 
Cryftalline Liquor, it will in the 
diftillation leave ſome Fxces, in 
which remains its more fixt part 
cr Salt, which thou muſt warily 
and wiſcly, after-z gentle and Phi- 
loſophical Calcination, extra and 
purifie-to the higheft Purification, 

; by 
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by which means it will be very 
white and clean : then take ſeven 
ounces of the white Mercurial Oy], 
and diſſolve in it as much of this 
Salt as it will diffolve, until it will 
diſſolve. no more : having ſo done, 
put thy Liquor into a Philoſophit 


cal Egg, fealing it Hermetically, 


and by due degrees of Fire con- 
geal and fix it : being fixed, ir is 
the white Medicine, which fer- 
mented with Silver, may be caſt 
upon purged Yenus, which it will 
tranſmute into moſt fine Silver : 
multiply it with the white Oyl, Cc. 
If thou wouldſt have it be a red 
Elixir, put to it ſome of the red 
Oyl, and by requiſite degrees of 
heat congeal and fix it as before:

this Art, and without it not one 
can 
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can, be perfefted ; nay more, the 
artificial making of all precious 
Stones, better than the: Natural, 
and of what greatneſs you pleaſe, 
2s Rubics, Carbuncles, Diamonds, 
Jacinths, Pearls, Topaſes, Saphirs, 
Emeralds, &c. But this is not all, 
for by the perfeCtion of this Art, 
which very few have attained un- 
to, all Natural Magick may be 
known , all that Spirits: can' do-- 
( except velocity) may be perfor- 
med by a true Philoſepher, though 


to ignorant men it ſcemeth ſuper- 


natural ; all that is natural may 
be done by this Art, wicked Spirits 
may be commanded and driven 
away; in a word, whatever is ſub- 
lunary may be done by it. All 
theſe things were known to Adam 
in his Innocency, who had this 
Art in the higheſt perfeQtion. This - 
man, our firſt Father, was in his - 
inward parts, or: internal man, 
made according to the fimilitude 
of God; and to tell the plain - 
truth, (which when thou haſt tryed 
what. is here ſet down, thou wile 
know 
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know it to be ſo ). was of the ſame 
Subſtance and Matrer, that the An- 
gels were made of, I mean the 
bleſſed Angels. The Soul of man 
is an Angel, and ſo was called the 
Son of God ; but for his Body and 
Spirit, whence that came, and what 
they are, I will ſer down by and 
by that which - concerneth . that. 
Marf. was the Son. of the. great 
World, or Macrocoſm, and partici» 
pateth of all the influences - and 
virtues of the ſuperiour and infe-

' | Adam had another Body before 
his Fall, than what he had after ; 
and fo far different , that if we 
ſhould behold Adam as he was in 
his Innecency, we ſhould admire 
the glory of him, and tremble at 
the ſight of him, as at thefight of 
an Angel. 1 ſay nothing of the 
Body of our bleſſed Saviour, fave 
only this; ſuch a Body as he 
brought from Heaven with him, 
ſuch a Body ſhall we. ariſe with, 
and' with. ſich Bodies ſhall our, 
Souls be endowed with fleſh and 
bloud ; otherwiſe men ſhould nat 
differ from Angels, for this fleſh 
and bloud is put upon us by the 
Holy 
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Holy Ghoſt, that is, by Regenera- 


tion .: nor doth this croſs Sacred- 


Writ, if it were righty under. 
ſtood. I ſpeak nothing likewiſe of 
- our bleſſed Lady, what Body ſhe 


had; but when thou ſhait have . 


examined what I ſhall ſet down, 
then wilt thou find what I fay is 
true, 'and underſtand them in a 
plain manner : but I forbear to 
:ſpeak of thoſe Myſteries, known to 
ſo few ; he that liveth according 
to the written Word of God, ſhall 
be ſaved ; but he that liveth to.be 
bleſſed with this Art, ſhall glorific 
his Creator, and know him more 
"than any man can do ; but before 
the end of the World, all will be 
known. But to my former purpoſe : 
Man, the Mzcrocoſm, or little World, 
from the Aſtres or Stars received 
-Spirit, from the great World his 
Body, and from God immediately 
his Soul, ſo here is an illucidation 
of the bleſſed Trinity ; of theſe 
three Man confiſteth, of theſe he is

and Stars. The knowledge and 
practice of the Philoophers upon 
this Chaos, brought them to the 
knowledge of all wiſlom, and. from 
hence (next God) ſeek thou and 
find all wiſdom. This is not 2 
fancy or conceit that I tell thee, 

but

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but what I know and have proved, 
it-is ſuch a thing and ſubſtance, az 
with the-. bare knowledge of it, 
makes thee know the generation 
and preſeryation-of all things, and 
yet this Chaos is fince the Fall 
likewiſe corrupted. Thus briefly 
bave I diſcourſed of ſuch things ay 
perbaps thou doſt not believe, on 
never heardſt of before ; but- if 
thou be'ſt ordained to know this 
Science, I have trod: the path for 
thee, but I fear thou underſtandelt 
me not : yer have I ſaid more than 
wiſdom would I ſhould, but I know 
it ſhall be to bis good only, to 
whom Gad appoints it. My intent 
is, for certain reaſons that I have, 
nat to prate too much of the Mats 
ter , which yet is but only- ons 
thing, already too plainly deſcris 
bed ; nor of the Preparation, by 
what means it is to be.done, which 
is the ſecond and greateſt Secret: 
Byr I have conſtitutcd- theſe lines

armed rightly, it will kill them, 
but do thus, and thou ſhalt multi» 
ply it infinitely, that it ſhall nae 
congeal ro Powdet any more. 
When thou haſt made the Mercury 
of the Philoſophers, ( which in 40 
days js to be done) a Water it is, 
and no Water, clear as the Hea- 
vens, then as thou did make it, 
reduce it back again into Putre- 
fation, E. F. which it will quickly 
do in a Body with a blind Head, 
and never pur into it above twelve 
ounces, and lute it with ſuch luts 
as I will dire& here-under, for in 
a Glaſs nipt up it will not work. 
| When 
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When it is like Pitch, take out thy 
Glaſs, and remove it to a common 
fire of Aſhes 'in a Furnace, and 
when thy Glaſs hath ſtood cold 24 
hours, arm- thy ſelf thus : Make 
thee a Caſe for thy head and face 
with Hog-skin, lined with Cotton, 
Und before thy race have SpeCta- 
<les of Glaſs, and from thy mouth 
Jet go a large Tunnel of! Glaſs, co- 
yered with Leather, and- let it be 
tyed under thy Girdle ard rouch 
thy Ancles ; let the bore of the 
Glaſs be as big as a Walnut, and 
tye the Hyde of Hog-skin faſt a- 
bont thy Neck? under thy Chin, 
but ſo as thou be {tire no Air come 
in there; to which purpoſe lap-it 
over with more Hog-skin, baited 
with Later: :* and thus art thou 
well armed, for otherwiſe it would 
Kill thee. Thus armed, take off 
thy blind Head, and put on a di- 
ſtilling Head, and a Receiver long 
and large ; lute the Receiver and 
joynts of the Head with this lite, 
(wviz.) to one ounce of Powder of 
Egg-ſhels, caleined 2.4 hours, and 
Gs ground . 
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ground like Meal, take two ounces 


of Enamel, ſach as the Goldſmiths: 


uſe ; grind that with the Egg- 
ſhels, and add the white of an Egg 
to make it into paſte, but the white 
-muſt be well beaten firſt : then 
fmear this upon Bladders made 
ſupple,. and herewith anoint rhe

Continue the Fire un- 
til an Oyl come redder than Bloud 
into the Receiver, and it will be 
alſo thickiſh ; this is the red Mey- 
ery, wherewith the red Stone muſt 
be multiplied : each of theſe mult 
be new rectified, in a new Body 
ind Head, till they let no Fzcey, 
which will be in ſeven times, and 
then ſtop them cloſe with the ſame 
lute till you uſe them; and when 
they are cold, they are white and 
red Oyl flowing in the bottom, 
which will melt with an eaſfic Fire, 
and being cold, be as a Salt: theſe 
dre the three principles of Saf, 
Sulphur, and Mercury, a plain Elu- 
cidation of the bleſſed Trinity. Now 
when the white Stone is made, it 
will not melt, but is like white 
Sand, but impalpable, and will 
tinge no Body but Yenws into Lund. 
To three parts of the white Stone, 
take one part of white Mercury 
recified, bur firſt diſſolve in that 
white Mercury one third part of 
white Salt ; then imbibe the white 
Stone, which will preſeatly take mn 
an 
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and be like Pap ; then cloſe your 
Egg ( for fo is your Glafs Multi- 
plicr) with the aforeſaid ute, and 
ſer it in your firſt Fire, H. E. I. E. F. 
'and it will in 40 days putrifie, and 
paſs all the colours, and be white 
fixed, and project one part upon an 
hundred : repeat that with more 
white Mercury, as before, keeping 
the ſame proportion and the fame 
Fire, and it will multiply each time 
ten, at the third time it will be a 
thouſand, then ren thouſand, then 
2 hundred thouſand, ſo you may 
bring it to a white Oyl, like the 
Moon pale in the dark; then it 
will multiply no more, neither will 
any Glaſs hold it. If you make 
projection with the white Stone, 
then melt fine Silver a tenth part, 
then caſt in the Stone ; keep ir 
24 hours melting, and this is 
Fermentation. The firſt time the 
white goeth only upon Yenws, the 
ſecond time upon all Bodies, the 
third time upon common Mercury, 
and then it is Elixir of Spirits. As 
you did with the white, ſo do with 
the 
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be red exaQly ;” but take the red. 
Mercury, and white . Sait, and fo 
that, goeth one upon ten on Luna 
the firſt time, the ſecond upon an 
hundred, and ſo to an infinity ; 
and ſo it will be a red Oyl like a 
Carbuncle, and will ſhine in the 
darkeſt night with admirable ſplen-' 
dor, and from it will flie all evil 
Spirits. And this they muſt have, 
before rhey cure all diſeaſes, and 
give that exaltation to man, to 
make ſuch Magical works as I ſhall 
ſt down. | ;

the two Mercuries white and red, 
if thou wilt of ſmall Pearls make 
great and Oriental ones, do thus: 
Take white Seed Pearls, and dif- 
ſolve them in the white Water, 
which will inſtantly of it (elf dif- 
ſolve: them : when it is like Pap, 
that thou mayſt work them' with

ſec it in warm Aſhes, and in twelve 
days it will congeal to a hard gray 
Stone : then increaſe the Fire, that 
the Glaſs 'may be red hor, then let 
it cool ; take it out, and it will be 
like a Flint; but poliſh it, and 
thou never ſawſt ſuch a ſparkling 
Diamond, nor {o hard : but it will

therefore 'in her certain hour ſhe 
Mieth from the Fire, being uncan- 
ftant in it; but if theſe tyo 
Sperms., ſeparated from them- 
ſelves, be united again by trium- 
Phing Nature in the Book of Meg 
eury, which is the Fire Metalline, 
- then united it is'called of Philoſo- 
phers the flying Dragon , becauſe 
the Dragon Kindled by his Fire, 
-while he flieth, by. little and lite 
:fpreadeth his+ Fire and poiſonous 
Vapours into- the. Air : the ſame 
thing doth Mercury, which placed 
upon an exteriour Fire, being in 
his place in a Veſſel, fetteth an 
fire his infide, which is bidden in 
His profundity ; and then may 41 
-one ſec: how the efretnal Fire dof 
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and ſhall ſee a poiſonous Vapour 
to break out into the Air, which 
ſhall be of ſuch 'a ſtinking and 
pernicious poiſon , which is no- 
thing elſe but the Head of the Dra- 
,n, which ſpeedily went out of 
bylon. But other Philoſophers. 
taving compared this Mercury with 
the flying Lyon, becauſe a Lyon 
devoureth many Creatures, and: 
recreates himſeif with his vora- 
, theſe things excepted thar- 

| his violent fury ; fo alſo doth 
Mercury, which hath in himſelf 
ſuch an operation, thar it ſpoileth. 
2 Metal of his form, and devoureth 
: Mercury too. much inflamed, 
devonreth and hideth Metals in 
his belly ; bat which of them ſo- 
ever it be, it's certain it is not con- 
famed in his belly, for in their 
Barure they are perfeR, and more 
than he indurate : but Mercury 
"hath in him a ſubſtance of per- 
ting So? and” Lune, and all im- 
Metals come from Mercury, 

"The Avrher of Mecals ; thence it 
We Hz follow: 
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- followeth, where he is formed toy 


any. thing, he hath in him a dou- 
ble Merallick ſubſtance. 

- And firſt the ſubſtance of the 
interiour; then of the Sun, which. 
is-not like the other Metals ; of 
theſe two ſubſtances Mercury: is 
formed, which in his Body is {piri- 
tually nouriſhed : ſo ſoon there- 


fore as-Nature hath formed Mzr-. 


eury of the two mentioned Spirits, 
then it laboureth tro make them 
perfect and corporeal ; but when 


the Spirits are of growth, and the 


two Sperms awakned, then they 
defire to afſume their own Bodies: 
which done, Mercury the Mother 
muſt dye, which being thus natu- 
rally mortified, eannot quicken it.

- Some arrogant Chymiſts endea« 
vour in obſcure words to. affirm, 
that we ought to tranſmute pers. 
fe and imperfe& Bodies into runs 
ning: Mercury; but a Serpent lieth. 
inthe Herbs, : its true, that Mer« 
cxry. may tranſmute.an imperie 
Body, as Lead,:or Tin, and may 
I 2". 2 _ 
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yithout labour multiply in a quan- 
tity, but thereby it loſeth-its own 
perfection, and may no more for 
this reaſon be Mercary ; but if by 
Art it might be mortified, that ir 
might no more vivifie ir ſelf, then 
t would be changed inte any 
thing, as in Cinabar or Sublimate 
isdone; for when it is by Art co- 
zgulated,-whether ſooner or later 
it be done, then his two Bodies 
aſume not a fixed Body, neither 
are like to conſerve it, as we may 
ſee in the pores of the Earth. But 
leſt any one ſhould err, there are 
in the Veins of Lead ſome fixed 
grains of Sol or Lune, in ſubſtance 
or nouriſhment : the firſt coagu- 
ſation of Mercury, is the Mine of 
Lead, and moſt fit and commodi- 
ous it is to. bring him unto. per- 
fftion and fixation; for the Mine 
of Lead is not without- a fixed 


grain of -Gold, and. which grain 
Natuce wfou = { in it ſelf ir 
may be multiplied, whereby it mgy 
come to perfeQion and- plenary 
Virtue, us I have tried and mzy 
frm Hy Alls, 
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Alfo fo long as it is not ſepara- 
ted from his Mine, that is, his 
Mercury, but well kept, for every 
Metal that is in his Mine, the ſame 
is 2 Mercury, then may it multiph 
it ſelf, ſo it may have ſubſtance 
from his Mercury ; then will it be 
like fome green immature Fruit 
on 2 Tree, which the Blofſom be 
ing paſt, is made into Fruit, and 
then the Apple : but if any ſhould 
crop away the immature Fruit;

ſubtle Art. is there to be found, 
whereby. he might -not deceiye 
_ him; although-many Waters and 
Cements, or infinite things of that 
kind he ſhould-uſe, he would daily 
err, -and that would ' happen tg 
him; that deth them: who would 
tye unripe Fruits to their. Trees 
Although ſome Philoſophers have 
faid well and truly, if So/ and Lune

like the Sun, which is never hot- 
ter than is requiſite, but ſhould be 
always alike ; for a Vapour is the 
Dew and the Seed of Metals, whichr 
ought not to be altered: 

We ſee Fruits if they be too hox 
with no Dew, they abide on the: 
boughs without perfeRion ; but if 
heat and moderate: moifture ſyu- 
ſtain them on their Trees, then- 
they prove elegant and fruitful : 
for heat and moiſture are the Ele- 
ments of all Earthly things, Agi-

Therefore Coal Fires and Wogd 
Fires help not Metals; thoſe are

W* ſay , that Argent wu 
Vulgar cannot- be the Ar- 
gent. vive of the Philoſophers, 
whatever Art it be prepared with, 
for the Vulgar cannot be detaingd 
in the Fire, but by another 7gent 
Vive corporeal, which is hot and 
dry, and more digeſted | there: 
I {ay, that our Nature is of a more 
fixt and hotter Nature, than the 
Vulgar, and that therefore be- 
cauſe our Argent vive corporeal, 
is turned into Argent vive cur- 
rent, not teyning the fingers ; and 
when it is mixed with the Vulgar, 
they are joyned, and embrace one 
another with rhe bord of Love, {o 
that they never part from one 
another, as Water mixt with W2- 
ter, for THUS ut pleaſeth Nature: 
But -our Argerw 4ive. doth cater 
and mix it felf actually with the 
othet 
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aher Vulgar, drying up its fleg- 
mtick humidity, and taking away 
the coldneſs from the Body, ma- 
king it black as a Coal, which 
zterward it turneth into Powder. 
Note therefore, that Argent vive 
aunot ſhew forth ſuch Operations, 
our Phyſical or Natural, which 
nall its qualities hath the heat of 
Nature, and of true temperature, 
nd therefore it turneth the Vul- 
gar mto its temperate Nature ; 
my it doth moreover ſomewhar

be reduced into Powder; and when 
it is well pulverized, ler it be pur 
into a Boults-head with a long 
neck : put of our ſtinking Men- 
ſtrual made of two parts of Red 
Vitriol, and one part of Salt-peter, 
and let the faid Menftruum firſt be 
diſtilled ſeven times, and let it be 
well refified, by ſeparating the 
Earthly Fxces, in ſo much that 
the ſaid Menſtrual be altogether 
Eſſential. Afﬀterwards let the 
Boults-head be well lutcd, and put 
to the Fire of Aſhes, with 2Þttle 
Fire of Coals, until you, ſee the 
ſaid Matter boyl and be diſſolved: 
afterwards diſtill it vpon Aſhes, 
until it loſeth the Menf#ruum, and 
the Matter be altogether cold;

zhat is very clean, with its Cap or

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Head on, well luted to a Furnace 
vpon Aſhes ; and when the lute is 
yell dried, let the Fire be made by 
degrees in the beginning , until 
you get all its Waters : afterwards 
2wgment the Fire until the Matter 
be dried, and the ſtinking Spirits 
exalted to the Cap or Head, and in 
the Receiver ; and when you ſhall 
ſee ſuch a ſign, let the Veſlel be 
cooled by diminiſhing the Fire :

grains of Mercury from the Body,

I74 Ciavieuia, or 
perfet Body, that is of Luna; 2nd 
until you ſhall have a great quan- 
tity, pour upon: it boyling Water, 
and at length ſtirring it until all 
the Matter be reſolved into a Mat 
ter like unto Argent vive Vulgar:

queſt : For in-this ſacred and (e- 
cret Art, as in others, the truth of 
the Theory ought td be confirmed 
by Practical experience, Now 
therefore, Reverend DoQtor, let us 
*vVifit one another with {uch Re- 
turas and Treatiſes, ſince we may 
not be bodily united, But it is 


your wiſdom (as you very well, 


know ) to know and infpeQ thin 
by their Cauſes, for Experience is 
deceitful when not guide 2 
previous underſtanding. There is 
neceilary to the Students in Phi- 
loſophy, a ſtrong and diſcreet me- 
ditation , that the Work they 
undertake may. be conveniently 
brought on to its utmoſt perfeCti- 
on : For contingent errors happen 
unto them who will fall to work, 
omitting or negleting the judg- 
ment of a mental practice, _ 
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the Theory frameth; in the mind 
before the operations proceed to 


the compoſure of any Work : For 
Work muſt attend Nature, 'and 


nat Nature follow Work. He then 
tiat would effe& any thing, muſt 
xepare his mind with the know- 
kdge of the Natures and eventual 
kccidents of things, and after- 
nrds he may ſafely put his hands 
the Work. And indeed I clearly 
perceive your mind to be highly 
altrufed in theſe things, by your 
Experiment ſet down fully in your 
Epiſtle : For as Water which is 
ld and moi, if it be well mixr 
ith, Vegetables, aſſumes another 
quality, and in decoCtion takes to 
i Pars on 1t the quality of the 
thing wherewith ir is throughly 
mixt ; ſo alſo Quickſilver aſſumes 
different natures and qualities in 
things 'familiar unto it, and 
throughly mixr with it : as if it be 
Jjoyned ro the Sur, the qualities of 
the Sun; if to the Moon, thoſe of 
the Moon ; if to Venus, of Venus : 
and {o in other kinds of Metals. 
Theis 
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Their kinds thezefore ought to be 
decocters therein, and Mercury is 
their Water, in which by a mutual 
alteration it aſſumes in a conver- 
tible manner their mutations. And 
this Water contraCts unto it (elf 
from them a Nature in a reſem- 
blance to Vegetables, decoSted in 
ſimple Water; though theſe kinds 
are not altered in their colour 
outwardly, under the form of flui- 
Gity, in reſpeCt of the thickneſs of 
the Matter and Earth immerſed in, 
and united proportionably to the 
Water of Mercury : bunt we find it 


eatherwile in other diaphanous hus: 


miditics :--For this altered, Nature 
is altered, and its colonr outward 
ly is hid under the appear Def 
Mercury, and is not man{feſt to the 
fight. And this you at large dif- 
caſs and ſhew, how ſimple River 
Water is the firſt Matrer and nou- 
riſhment of Vegetables, and con- 
ſequently of all living: and ſenft- 
tive Creatures: therefore if any 
of them all be decocted in it, it 
aſlumes and puts on it ſelf the vir- 
- FRRP? true 
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wwe and propriety of their Nature: 
pherefore being in it (elf cold in 
the higheſt degree, yet by means 
of things decocted in it, it works 
n us the efeR of a thing hor in 
the firſt degree, that I may uſe 
your words. Moreover, there is 
nothing that nouriſheth more than 
the Broth or decoCtion of gool1 
Fleſh ; and if the Water in which 
Fleſh and Herbs are boyled, or thz 
things boyled in Water, be eaten 
moiſt, or the {imple Water aſter 
boyling be taken or drank, it 
hurts not at all, yea it will profit 
and help much, although before in 
its ſimplicity and nature it would 
have been hurtful. Now this comes 
ro: becauſe that Water is. not 
ſuch, as it was before. In lik: 
manner Quick-ſilver is the Matter 
of all Metals, an1 is as it were Wa- 
ter, (in th2 Analogy betwixt it, 
and Vegetables or Animals ) an4 
receives into it the virtue of thoſe 
things which in de-oftion- adhere 
to it, and arc throughly mingled 
with it; which bing moit cold, 
K, 124F 
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may yet.in a ſhort time be mad, 
moſt hot ; and in the fame mar 
ner with temperate things may hy 
made temperate, by a moſt ſubth 
artificial invention. And no Met 
adheres better to it than Gold, 


you fay, and therefore as fon 


think Gold is nothing but Quick 
fitver, coagulated by the power q 
Sulphur , &c. And thence yc 
wculd conclude, as I think, and 
well, that 16 Gold be decotted an 
diflolved rightly in the natur 
way of Art, Q»:c>&-ſilver it ſelf wil 
obtain the natural properties c 
that Gold. But rhe way of this de 
codon and ſolution of Metals, 1 
known to very few, angir mani 
feſtly appears : for the ſt 
this Solution is the moiſtneſs of 
Mercury , reſlrained by the com 
x acineſs of an Homogeneal Earth 
and contrarywiſe, the coldnefs 
th2 Earth, reſtrained by a Water 
t omogeneal to it ſelf, the Home 
geneouſneſs of qualities remain 
ing : So that there is in it a ſingle 
dryneſs, and doubie coldneſs, 
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fimple moiſtneſs, but under a dif- 
proportion of immaturity to the 
anatical proportion of the ripe di- 
geſted Sun. The diſſolver therefore 
differs from the diffolvend in pro- 
portion and digeition, and not in 
matter : becauſe Nature might 
make this of that, without any ad- 
ditional mixture, as Nature doth 
yorderfully and fimply produce 
Gold of Quick-ſelver, as you have 
learnedly » diſcourſed in your Epi- 
ſtle. For in Vegetables, the moi- 
ſture of fimple Water: is taken 
for an intrinhck diſſolution, that 
things congealed by Art, might 
diffuſe into it their effets; and the 
dM\$on of thi ings come about 
vith the coagulation of * Water, 
and the coagulation of Water with 
the diſſolution of things, anq con- 
trarywiſe : and fo it is likewiſe in 
the Mineral Water, and things of 
its kind. He therefore that knows 
the Art and Secret of Diſſolution, 
hath attained the ſecrer point of 
Att, which is to mingle throughly 
the kinds, and out of -Natures to 
K 2 ©x- 
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extra Natures, which are effeQ- 
ally hid in them. How hath he 
then found- the truth, who deſtroys 
the moiſt nature of Quick-ſilver? 
as thoſe Fools who deform its kind 
from its Mertallick diſpoftion or 
diflolution, and by diflolving its 
radical moiſture, corrupt it, and 
diſproportion Quick-ſ'Þver from its 
firſt Mineral quality, which needs 
nothing but purity and {imple de- 
cottion. For example, they who 
defile it with Salts, Vitriols, and 
aluminous things, deſtroy it, and 
change it into ſome other thing, 
than is the nature of Qurick-ſilver: 
For that Sced which Nature by its 
ſagacity and clemency @onggoled, 
they endeavour to perfect by vio- 
lating and deſtroying it, which un- 
doubtedly is deitructive to it, as 
far as concerns the effect of 0 

Work. For the Seed in humane 
and ſenſitive things, is formed b) 
Nature, and not by Art, but it i 
joyned by Art, and well mixed 
but nothing is to be taken from it 
nor added to it, if the ſame ſpecit 
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wult be renovated by the procrea- 
tion of its own kind : {o the ſame 


be Matter muſt abide and continue, 
Ky that the ſame Form may follow, 


which it doth not otherwiſe. 
Wherefore, excellent Doctor, falſe 
and vain is. all their douctrine, 
which altereth Mercury, which is 
the Seed, before the Metallick fpe- 
cies be joyned with it: For if it be 
dryed up, it d:Nlolves not. What 
then can it do in the ſolution of 
things of its own ſpecies f For if it 
be heated beyond its natural dige- 
ſtion, it will not cauſe nor gene- 


Bi rate in the Metalline ſpectes a Fe- 
's veriſh heat as it were, and will 
1 ar. 5 ang turn cold into hot, 
ty andGþafſive into active; and the 


errour from thence will be incor- 
ngible, an1-labour loſt. For ex- 
ample, Fools diaw corroſive Wa- 
ters out of inferiour Minerals, into 
which they caſt the fecies of Me- 
tals, and corrode them : For they 
think that they are therefore dif- 
folved with a natural Solution, 
which Solution truly requires 2 
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permanency of the diſſolver and 
diflolved together, that a new ſþe- 
cies might reſult from both the 
Maſculine and Feminine Seed : I 
tell .you aſſuredly, that no Water 
diſfolves any Metallick ſpecies by a 
natural Solution, ſave that which 
abides with them in matter and 
form; and which the Metals them- 
ſelves being diſſolved, can recon- 
geal: which thing happens not in 
Aquafortis, but rather is a defile- 
ment of the Compound, that is, of 
the Body to be diſſolved, . Neither 
is that Water proper for Solutions 
of Bodies, which abides not with 
them in their Coagulations ; and 
fnally Mercury is of this ſort, and 
not Aquafortis, nor that eviggh 
Fools imagine to be, a lympid and 
diaphanous Mercurial Water: For 
if they divide or obſtru& the ho- 
mogeneity of Mercury , how can 
the firſt proportion of the Femi- 
nine Seed confiſt and be preſerved? 
Becauſe Mercury cannot receive 
Congelation with the diſſolved Bo- 
dy, neither will the true kind be 
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wovated afterwards in the ad- 
giſtration of the Art, nay bur 
me other filthy and unprofitable 
ing. Yet thus they think they 
folve, miſtaking Nature, but diſ- 
ive not : For the Aquafort:s being 
flratted, the Body becomerh 
witable as before, and that Wa- 
r abides not with, nor ſubſiſts in 
te Body, as its radical moiſture, 
te Bodies indeed are corroded, 
kt not diſſolved ; and by how 
wc more they are corroded , 
hey are ſo much more eſtranged 
m 2 Metallick kind. Thele So- 
ktions therefore are not the foun- 
dation of the Art of Tranſmuta- 
tion, wx of impoſtures rather of 
Alchymiſts, who think 
that _=_ Sacred Art is hid in them. 
They ſay indeed, that they make 
SWutions, but they cannot make 
jafeQt Metallick ſpecies, becauſe 
they do not naturally remain un- 
der the firſt proportion or kind, 
vaich Mercury the Water allows in 
Metallick ſpecies. For Mercury is 
wrrupted with Metals by way of 


K + alte- 
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alteration, not diſſipation : becauſe 
Bodies diſſolved therein are never 
feparated from it, as in Aquafortis 
and other corroſives, but one kind 
puts on and hides another, retain- 
ing it ſecretly and perfealy : 6 
Sol and Luye diſſolved, are ſecret- 
ly retained in it. For their nature 
is hid in Mercury, even unto its 
condenſation, of which they lying 
hid are the cauſe, in- as much as 
they are latent in it : and as Mer 
exrry diſſolves them, and hides them 
in its belly, ſo they alſo congeal it, 
and what was hard is made ſoft, 
what was ſoft, hard ; and yet the 
Kind, that is, Metals and Quick- 


filver, abide- ſtill, He ergy 


who thus diſſolves, congeals Ta- 
ther, and the corrupted ſpecies con- 
Joyned, receive their old -form by 
an artificial decoftion : Notwith- 
fanding this diſſolution makes {e- 
veral colours appear, becauſe the 
ſpeeres remain as it were dead, yet 
their intrinſical proportion is per- 
manent and entire. So the Lord in 
the Goſpel ſpeaks by way of fimili- 
tude 
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tude of Vegetables, Unleſs a grain 
me fallen on the earth ao aye, 
it abides alone; but if it aye, it 
brings forth much fruit : Therefore 
this alterative corruption hides 
forms, perfeAs natures, keeps pro- 
portions, and changes colours from 
the beginning to the end : For 
when the Water begins to cover 
the Earth, the black colour begins 
to be hid under the white; when 
the Air covers the Water and the 
Earth, the citrine colour appears ; 
which is turned to red, when the 
Fire covers the Air, or the other 
three Elements. And theſe laſt co- 
lours abide hiddenly and intrinſt- 
go. and appear under the ſhew 
of a white Spirit in liquid Mercury, 
until it be recondenſed in the Pow- 
der wbich is- in the Bodies : be- 
cauſe the Soul lies hid in the Spi- 
rit, as in the condenſation the 
Sp.rit and the Soul lie hid in the 
Powder or Body. For there is 2 
corruption in the things to be al- 
tered, but no diſſipation of parts, 
unleſs ſome ſuperfluous parts be 
K s to 
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to be rejeRed as unprofitable ox 
generation , whereupon the Arti. 
ficer purifies his Work, that dige- 
ſtion may ſucceed better. Thisig 
manifeſt by example in Grain, for 
of two grains of Whear, if the one 
be caſt into good ground, there it 
putrifes, dies, and loſes its exter- 
nal form, but nothing thereof is 
diſfpated, yea in its time it en- 
creaſes into a multiplicity of Fruit, 
and there is indeed made a cor- 
ruption only of the form, and not 
any diſſipation of the matter : But 
if the other grain be caſt into the 
Fire, then both matter and form 
are corrupted, and the whole is 
d:\ſipated, and that cor1@ptggn 
1s unprofitable- for- generation, 
Whercfore Water diſſolves not Eo- 
dies, but thoſe only of its own 
king, and by which it may be con- 
denſed > nor can Podies be ar-all. 
nouriſhed to generation, but by 
their like, which can preſerve the 
ſpecres deflroyed by that tranſmu- 
ting Body, through the artifice of 
the Work : though Vegetables are - 
nou: - 
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nouriſhed by things - of different 
kinds, yet before they nouriſh 
them, they are aſſimilated (rhe 
difolution of them being firſt 
made) according to the propor- 
tion of the-things which ſack and 
draw them to them. - It muſt -be 
noted therefore, that the Solution 
of Metals may be made by diffe- 
rent ways : one, which Fools know, 
3s is aboveſaid, 'with Foreign 
things, which abide not with the 
dffolved Metals, which is rather 
to-he called a corroſive deſtruction 
and deflement of the CompounJ. 
The ſecond- Solution is made by 
the, power: and force of Fire, which 
isno true Selution, but a melting 
"Sie? of the colligated. Elemen- 
tary parts : for the outward heat 
of the Fire, in diſſolving the Com-«- 
pound, finds out its intrinſical, na- 
tural or native Fire within, which 
internal and . proportional Fire 
dwells in the Air, therefore it dif- 
ſolves the Air it ſelf. But that diſ- 
ſolved Air reſides and dwells in the 
Water, and the Water in the 
_ Earth, 
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Earth, and the Water it ſelf dif- 
folves the Earth, ſo that it melts 
both the aftive and paſhve ; but 
this melting is no true Solution, 
yea it is a diſſipation, becaule the 
Elements there being homogene- 
ous to one another, and propor- 
tionably fixed, by digeſtion are 
mixt,.and one of them educed out 
of the power of another'generally: 
And therefore this falls out even 
in pure Bodies, in which the Ele- 
mental natures are fixed, Where- 
fore in them the flame of Fire 
cauſeth melting, and diſſolves that 
whole Body to fluidity, and not to 
a ſeparation ; becauſe Fire cannot 
flow, unleſs the Air cenſubſtaptial 
to- it flow; neither doth the A 
flow, unleſs the Water be diſlol- 
ved ; nor doth the Water flow, un- 
lefs the Earth flow : and contrari- 
wiſe, as the Earth is diſſolved by 
the Water, ſo on the contrary fide 
the Water retaineth the Air, and 


congealeth it: and* in the ſame- 


manner aſcending upwards, the 
Air retaineth the Fire in Congela-- 
tion,., 
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tion, becauſe the more fixt and 
fixing Elements cauſe fixation, by 
ating rogether on one another ; 
243 Earth and Water, and in a con- 
trary manner Fire and Air, act to- 
gether each on other unto Solu- 
tion. Bur this Solution is called 2: 
melting of the Compound, and not 
properly a Solution of it, becauſe” 
the parts ſeparable from one ano- 
ther in the generation of the Com-+ 
pound, are not difſolved, as is done 
the third and truly Philoſophick - 
Solution, when the Compound is 
diſſolved in the manner aforeſaid, 
and yet the parts abide unſepara- 
ted, though ſeparable; ſo that the 
virtue of the moſt digeſted Ele-- 
Mnrts may be extracted from 
things to be diſſolved by the dif- 
folver, that is, Ruick-ſilver, and” 
the groſſer parts in ſuch a diſfſolu-" 
tion acquire ſome latitude of ſub- 
tilty, becauſe the Body is turned 
into Spirit; and' contravriwiſe the 
Spirit into Body ; fixed things are 
tarned into volatiles, and volatiles 


to fixed, -For this Solution is p__ 
ble 
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- *ble and natural, that is, by.Art of 
' Nature ſubſerving thereto ; and 
z this is ſole and neceſſary Solution,

Gold, doth remain in the ſubſtanee 
: of the Gold :-as in an humane Em-

Ariſtotle's opinion, but the Seed;of 
«the Man doth only coagulate the 
menſirual blood of the Woman :

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m the ſame manner you fay; that © . 
after Quick-ſikver is ſo coagulated, . * 
the form of Gold' is perfected in it, . 
by virtne of the Heavenly Bodies, , 
and efpecially'of the Sun. But by 
your good leave, and with reſpect - 
I muſt tell you, we muſt not think 
ſs: For being we are Philoſophi- 
cally perſwaded, that Gold is ne- 
thing but: Mercury anatized, that 
is, equally digeſted in the bowcls ©; 
of a Mineral Earth ; and the Pl. 
lolophers have ſignified, that this + 
very thing 1s done by the ccnract 
of Sulj bur coagulating the Mer- 
cury, and by reaion of its opera- 
tion, that is, from Mercury being 
g8gted and thickned by 2 prio- 
portionate” heat. Wherefore we 
mult know, that Gold is Su/phuy 
and Mercury together, that is, the 
co2gulant and the coagulated in 
one : and nothing added from 
without thereto, but only 2 pure 
digeſtion or matuxation ,* whith :

But this digeſtion or 
matutarion is produced actively,

Compound. For the external heat 
is not permanent within, with the 
L and weight of the Matter, 

or adds any thing thereto : But 
the intrinfick proportionate natu- 
ral and fimple heat is permanent, 
with the quantity and weight of 
the Mercury digeſted by it ;. be- 
cauſe that heat is an intrinfick 
and eflential part of Mercury is 
ſelf, to wit, the two more active 
Elements in it, namely Air and 
Fire, Therefore Fools do ill and 
ab- 
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abſurdly underſtand that ſaying of 
, the Philoſophers, that S»-1phvy and 
Mercury beget Sol ; becauſe, as is 
ſufficiently known, as neither Air 
nor Fire in the firſt Mercurial 
compoſition, nor afterwards in the 
natural Merallick digeſtion, depart 
ncr are ſevered from Water and 
Farth , ſo neither doth Sulphur 
'(waich is no other than Air and 
Fire) depart nor is ſeparated trom 
Mercury, which is the fame with 
Water and Earth. And he.is not a 
natural Philoſopher who imagines 
-or aflerts the contrary : for the 
digeſtion of Gold: happens and is 
made of the firſt Mercurial propor- 
tion, without any addition _ 
thcreto by Nature under, or Art 
above ground, as is ſaid. Neither 
+15 that repugnant to what we have 
ſaid, that a pure So! and clean 
Mercury mult in this Art be con- 
Joyned, becauſe this is not done to 
that intent to affirm, that there is 
. one Sulphur in Sol, and another in 
" Mercury, or that there is one Mer- 
gury in Sol, and another in Mer- 
cary, 
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ery, but. beca':{e the digeſtion is 
more mature and perfect in Sol, 
than Mercury. And alſo in the Sun 
the. Sulphur is more mature and 
digeſted, and therefore more ative 
than in Mercury : whence the Phi- 
lolophers have affirmed S:/ to be 
nothing clſc but Quick-ſilver ma- 
tureds For in Mercury there are 
only two actual Elements, to wit, 
Water and Earth, which are pal- 
five ; but the aCtive Elements, Air 
and Fire.,, are only potentially 
thercin. But (as it is known) when 
thoſe Air and Fire in 2 pure Mer- 
eury, are deduced from poſſibility 
iato act, that is, to a due digeſtion 
and proportionable concoQion , 
then & becomes.Gold. Wherefore 
in Gold there are four Elements 
conjoyned in equal and anatical 
proportion, in which therefore 
there is actually a more ripe and 
ative Sulphur, that-is, Air and 
Fire, than in Mercury : Wherefore 
Gold is by Art diſſolved with Mey- 
cury, that the unripe may be hol- 
pen by the ripe, and fo Art de- 

cocting, 
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cocting , and Nature perfecting, 
the Compoſition is ripened by the 
favour of Chritt. Whence the canſe 
may be derived, why by the help F 
of the Philoſophick Art, more per- 
feft, noble, and by many degrees 
more elevated Gold is made, {ooner 
and in leſs time, than by the work 
of Nature. Becauſe Nature doth 
act and work this by boyling and 
digeſting Mercury alone in the 
bowels of the Earth, without. any 
aſſiſtant : which cannot be brought 
on to the due proportion of Gold, 
or any other Metal, in a little 
time. But our Art helps the work 
of Nature, by mingling with Mer- 
cury ripe Gold, in which is a g$el- 
phur excellently digeſted, ande || « 
therefore maturing and quickly 
digeſting Mercury 5t' ſelf, to the 
anatick proportion of - Gold, by 
ſubtilizing its Elements : where- 
upon there follows by Art a won- 
derful abbreviation of this natu- 
ral Work. Wherefore, my DoQor, 
I return to the former points ; we 
wult not imagine, according to 
their. 
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their miſtake, who fay, that the 
Male Agent himſclf approaches 
the Female in the coagulation, and 
departs afterwards ; beca aſe, as is 
known in every generation, the 
conception is active and paſhve ; 
Both the active and pallive, that is, 
all rhe four Elements, mult always 
abide togcther , otherwiſe there 
would be no mixture, and the hope 
of generating an oft-{pring would 
be extinguiſhed. For in every 
man, the Maſculine Sced to the

as Vegetables, but how much fo- 
ever ' of matter was compact and

how much-ſoever at firſt a maſs of 
ſome Mercurial ſubſtance doth 
weigh in its Mineral diſpoſition in 
the bowels of the Earth, fo much 
weight of Gold will abide digeſts | | 
therefrom : and the Scerie and 
Fxces rejected-from it, will rather

think in ſubterraneous places: 
Yea rather by the force of ghe mo- 
tion of its Globe, or of its @b, 
and of the whole Heaven univer- 
ſally, becauſe the Solar Rays do 
only heat the ſurface of the Earth, 
ar.d not inwardly thoſe its deep 
places, in which the generation of 
ſeveral kinds of Metals is brought 
about ; and neither do the influ- 
ences of Heaven, brought down by 


-the Rays, reach unto thoſe lower- 
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moſt parts, although the fubterra- 
nequs motion of the Elements pro- 
ceed firſt from the motion of the 
Heavens, and not from its Rays of 
light, nor from their heat, nor 
other influence ſave motion : bur 
how this comes about, and what 
is the cauſe of this motion of fub- 
terraneous things, I believe your 
Reverence is not ignorant, and 
therefore I forbear it at preſenr. 
Therefore the Sun is not the prin- 
cipal cauſe of Gold, or of its form, 
though there be a reſemblance in 
names betwixt them ; becauſe as 
the Sun is hotter than the reſt of 
the Planers, ſo Gold is hotter than 
any of the Merals, with the like 
dference of 47 yon The reſt 
of the Planets alſo have obtained 
like names, whence this errour of 
Fools doth ariſe ; For they believe 
that every one- of the ſeven Pla- 
nets, generally and ſpecially by its 
influence doth beget one ſpecial 
kind of Metal, whereunto by a cer- 
tain propriety it agrees, and is in 
its nature reſembled.

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and refleftion the Elements are 
moved invifibly , though not un- 
perceivably : becauſe we jr 
heat by the metion of the Hee 
vens, and it is always refleded 
from the fuperiour and ſubtler 
Element, into the inferiour and 
thicker, urito the furface of the 
Earth, by means of the Rays of the 
Stars deſcending perpendicularly 
from aloft to the loweſt things ; 
and things thus reflefted being 
moved, and by the Rays of the 
Sun refletted , accidental heat is 
—_— in the medium, though 
ometimes by the Rays of other 

Stars, other qualities are produced 
here below, as dryneſs andscold- 
neſs, as is manifeſt in Aſtronomy; | 4 
"not that the Rays are in them- 
felves hot, but that they are the 
cauſe of heat in ſuch manner as 
we have ſaid. Now that theſe 
things are true, is manifeſtly 
known from Aſtronomy and Per- 
ſpettive, whence it is underſtood 
how generations happen in Vege- 
* tatives and Scnfitives, thus much 
| there 
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therefore may ſuffice. But vain 
Aſtrologers have other conceits, 
ad think that the influences of 
Heaven are from the virtue of its 
aftivity, and not from the virtue 
of its motion : which is falſe, be- 
cauſe the Rays of Heaven produce 
or effe 2 nothing: in the ſuperiour 
Orbs. For ſuch Rays cannot be 
refleted on the aforeſaid Orbs, 
nor be mixed with them, as they 
are refleted in the Elements and 
mingled with them, not by compo- 
ſition, but by a moving refleQion 
and mixture of the ſame Elements, 
as hath been ſaid: but in the ſu- 
perceleſtials there is no capacity 
to xgceive new qualities, or Fo- 


geign impreſhon, although the 


Rays themſelves produce wonder- 
ful qualities in the Elements, mo- 
ved by their reflection. Where- 
fore, my Doctor, the Sun in par- 
ticular is not the cauſe of the ge- 
neration-of Gold, nor yet is it by 
means of .its heat the cauſe of Ve- 
getables cither above the Earth, 
or of -Minits about its ſaperficies, 
Ls which 


which. namely we know. to be 
heated by the Rays of the Sun, as 
we have ſaid, which is alſo agree+ 
able to Aftronomy. But the knows

And here I may bring this exams 
ple :. the bloud in Senfitives, and 
p in Vegetables, in their coagua 
lation have ſeveral and different 
offices ; becauſe ſome parts > 
; oud . 
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bloud . have 'a conformity unto 
Fleſh, and therefore may be coa- 
gulated and turned into Fleſh, and 
retain the uniform nature of Fleſh, 
and obtain the name of Fleſh. But 
ſome parts thereof reſiding in the 
pores, are of. a ſuperfluous hu- 
mour, which can. in no wiſe be 
converted into folid Fleſh, and 
therefore are cjeRed by Sweat and 
Medicines, and ſeparated from the” 
true Fleſh. But.in the Sanguine 
complexion there are many fewer 
{uperfluities, than in others: So we 
may conclude by way of reſem- 
blance, that it is in Gold and 
other kinds of Metals ; that the 
P or impurer Mercury,.in it$- 
SirlfEagularion, contained ar con» 
trated more or leſs ſuperfluitieg, 
or natural impurities.

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have ſhewed ) there is therein nd 
great refiſtance, but that a pure 
Mercury may more eaſily adhere to 
Gold and Silver, than to other 
Metals, in which many ſuperflui- 
ties and droſs do forbid and hin. 
der other Metals, or their con- 
gealed Mercury, any contaQt, or 
through mingling with crude Mep- 
cury. For thote ſuperfluitics, as we 
have atready aid, are not of the 
firſt compoſition of Mercury, nor of 
che ſame natural or proportional 
homogeneity : and if happily they 
be of its compoſition, yet they are 
not of ts proportion ; for what- 
ever is of any things proportion, 
is not ſuperfluous. Whereforgghey 
cannot be inſeparably throughly 
mingled, neither with Mercury to 
be coagulated by Art , nor with 
Mercury coagulated, which in the 
nature of its Mineralnels is joyned 


-with them in the ſame kind of 


Metal ; being fuch droſs is com- 
buſtible by Fire, and therefore {c- 
parable. What wonder is i then 
xf in thoſe Metals to which they 
are 
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are accidentally ſuperadded, they 
hinder their natural commixtion, 
and permanent union with coagu- 
lated Mercury, or other crude Mey- 
eury? For this very cauſe Gold it 
ſelf, though never fo pure, can far 
more diffcultly abide with , be 
joyned and adhere to an unclean 
and droſſie Mercury, coagulated or 
not coagulated, than with a pure 
and clean. one. Becauſe a fimple 
Nature doth rejoyce in the ſociety 
of, and is perfected by a ſimple 
Nature, that is like to it, and ſame 
with it in its firſt homogeneity and 
Elemental proportion : but Gold, 
as hath been ſaid, is nothing elſe 
buwaMercury thickned by its pro- 
per digeſtion, and Elemental aQi- 
en : therefore albeit in the Earth 
there be a difference betwixt Gold 
and Mercury in ripeneſs, (becanſe 
Gold is more ripe than Mercury ) 
yet there is no diverfity in their 
Matter. Therefore whatſoever Gold 
bath acquired by the digeſtion it 
hath unto maturity, Mercury may 
acquire the ſame without any ex- 
trancous

traneous. thing... But Art to bre- 
viate and contraQt the Work, joyny 
Gold with Mercury, as is faid, and 
our of two Sperms it makes and 
generates artificially that ſame 
thing, which Nature doth create 
in.the Mines of one actual ' Seed, 
the identity of the Matter being 
always everywhere obſerved, 'bur 
not the ſame aire power: And 


therefore as nothing extraneous to 


its Nature; doth' enteftthis Work 
i. its firft compoſition, ſo neither 
doth. any thing multiply jt, which 
is not of the firſt remperament 
thereof. Wherefore ſome men 
think falſly, that the Philoſophers 
Stone may be compoſed of divers 
things, or of all things, anf®c 
nouriſhed by them, inſtead of the 
aforeſaid Sperms, notwithſtanding 
divers names have been impoſed 
on them. Neither doth this Philo- 
ſophick Work eat any thing, or 
convert it into its own Nature, 
which 'is extraneous , becauſe” it 
doth not wegetate. Wherefore 
though there be in the ſaid Philo- 
ſophick 
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fophick Stone, a Body- and .a Soul, 
or 2 Spirit, it is not therefore. ve- 
getably animated as. Trees and- 
Plants : For thig Stone, as all Mi- 
nerals, is of the aforeſaid firſt, 
and not. of the ſecond, or any fu- 
periour intention or impoſition. 
But Trees and Plants are- of the 
ſecond impoſition, as Vegetables 
are of the third, fourth, fifth, or 
laſt impoſition, for mixt things in 
thoſe four left impoſitions, do ve- 
getate. For in them the Elements 
by many tranſmutations,. and by 
being oftner alterated, are more 
ſubtle; wherefore they are mort 
attive and perfect, thongh they are 
not more durable and permanent 
in Meir permixtion, becauſe the 
Elements in them are not of 2 
fixt, bur difſolvable compoſition ; 
wherefore they take in their nou- 
riſhment vegetably. But our Stone, 
as alſo all the Minerals, is of the 
firſt impoſition ; becauſe it vege- 
tates.not, nor is Vvegetably nou- 
riſhed, but nouriſhment befalls it 
rather by appoſition of a nouriſh- 
ment 
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ment of a like nature to it, and 
not by vegetation. Far example 
ſake : becauſe, as is manifeſt by 
Experience, out of z Feminine Seed, 
to wit, out of Mercury put to it 
unitively, inſenfibly and by way 
of compoſition this Philolophers 
Stone is nouriſhed, but by means 
of a digeſtive heat. For it takes 
and aſimilates its like unto it ſelf, 
to be multiplied by way of appoſi- 
tion, and not vegetably ; where- 
fore it becomes weightier in quan- 
tity, and more ative and perfet 
in quality : neither doth Fire or 
heat multiply this our Stone, as its 
due nouriſhment, becauſe it is not 
of its firſt compoſition, but yn 
it by an extrinſical accident : For 
how can Flame or Fire multiply 
the Stone it ſelf, or make it of it 
ſelf more weighty, when it cannot 
be fixedly and permanently min- 
glcd with it, nor is not of its firſt 
compoſition or form ? Nothing 
therefore nouriſhes and multiplies 
the ſajd Stone, to the generation 
.of the ſame form, except the Femi- 
nine 
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nine Seed, which nouriſheth it by 
means of heat, and nouriſhes ir 
not vegetably, but by way of 
appoſition and commixtion. He 
therefore who thus multiplies and 
nouriſheth ir, ſhall not erre, be- 
cauſe this multiplier and nou- 
rifher is turned into the ſame kind. 
A man may indeed increaſe the 
Stone and its weight ' by extra- 
neous things ; but this muſt be 
done out of its natural kind, not 
convertible into it : For that 
weight would be made beſides Na- 
ture, that is, not into the ſame 
ſpecies, nor into the unity of one 
ſpecies, yea it would be an aggre- 
A a of divers kinds,*and an ac- 
cidental compoſition, which might 
be ſeparated by the Teſt. Bur 
when the Philoſophers ſaid, that 
the Stone might be-made of every 
thing, truly they underſtood it 
not, (as ſome perverſly interpret 
them) that the Stone might be 
made of divers things, unlike unto 
it both in kind and nature; «r, 
which is more abſurd, that it 
might 
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might be multiplied by a Flame 
miniſtred to it from withour : for 
this reaſon' eſpecially, becauſe Fire 
and its Flame may by a certain 
produQtion- ariſe, our of . every 
thing : Now the refutation of this 
opinion is manifeſt from what hath 
been ſaid before. Burt when the 
Philoſophiers.ſay, that the Stone is 
made of every thing, they mean, 
that it is made of the four Ele- 
ments proportionally equalized to 
one another ,by a due and natural 
digeſtion ; out of which four Ele- 
ments every thing that is gene- 
rable and corruptible is' made, 
Therefore by this funihtude the 
Philoſophers ſay our Stone isWiade 

out of every thing, that is, out of 
eyery Element ; becauſe if any one 
of them were mortified or de- 
Ntroyed, the whole proportion .of 
the Golden Nature -would /periſh, 
and its kind ; and every thing.in 
whatſoever latitude and ſort of al- 
terables, is generated out of the 
- four Elements either actually, or 
.- petentially mixt ; yet it cannorbe 
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properly ſaid of every producible 
thing, but of our Golden - Stone, 
and other things equally mixt, that 
they are. made out of every thing : 
for. this reaſon eſpecially, becauſe 
in thoſe things which are.not pro- 
duced by an equal, but by-an ad- 
equate proportion of the Elements, 
all the Elements are not actually 
exiſtent, but- in their adequate 
activity and paſſion : for ſome of 
the Elements are therein either-in 
an aQtive or paſhye power, and the 
-reſt are,therein afually.” Bur in 
the Philoſophers Stone, which. is 
' Gold, being it is an uniform Work 
of Nature, all the four Elements 


- ave. and paſſive are. aQually 


therein , and permanent in ;an 
equal proportion. For tlie Eſſence 
or. Nature of Gold, is nothing elſe 


 bur' the four: Elements equally 


mixed ; not that. their form. and 


matter may be ſaid to be therein 


equal, but their paſſive and active 
power; that is, they are.cach alike 
and equal not in quantity, but- in 
gpality ; becauſe that the Rive 
doth 
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doth not exceed the paſlive in its 
ating ; nor on the other fide, the 
paſhve doth not exceed the ative 
by ſuffering more : becauſe there 
is an <qual proportion as to mea- 
fure in our Gold, or in our Medi- 
cine, double hot;, double moiſt, 
double cold, double dry, and all 
theſe are aftually therein, by 
aftual aHion and paſſion ; that is, 
Fire, Air, Water, and Earth, as we 
have ſaid before. And all theſe are 
{aid to be alike, and equal in qua- 
lity, not quantity, becauſe they 
are equal in aQives and paſſives ; 
and they are therefore durably 
permanent in Gald, becauſe the 
paſhve in it confiſts permanently 
in its ative, and on the oth t 
the paſhve riſcs not up againſt the 
ative. And they ought not to be 
alike in quantity ; that is, there þ 
ought not be ſo much matter of 
Fire, as there is matter of Earth : 
becauſe then the Fire. by reaſon of 
its quality, would be everywhere þ 
of an unequal attivity with its 
pallive'Earth, and of a far greater.

therefore there is in Gold, as to 
ts matter, but not as to its qua- 
ity, much more of the heavier 
and more paſſive Element, than of 
he lighter and more ative; rhae 
more in quantity : there is in 
ta greater quantity of Earth, 
han Water; a greater quantity 
f Water, than Air z.

The 
auſe of which weight is the per- 
nanency of the folidity of the 
I; Water, and the ſolution 
f an homogene-us Water with 
he Earth, becauſe Water diſſolves 
an homogeneous Earth. Alfo their 
ntrinfical rhorow mixture in their 
ery leaſt particles, is the cauſe of 
he weight ; becauſe rhe Water 
vs well in Gold, as. Quick ſilver,” 
afters not the Earth to have any 
dres init ; which s otherwiſe in” 
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other Metals, in which pores ard 
inſenſibly made in their congela- 
tion, becauſe of the droſs mingled 
m thoſe Metals all over, reje&ed 
by the Mercurial nature and hete- 
rogeneous : whereupon their light- 
ne(s reſults, which is nothing elſe 
but want of matter, and porouf- 
ne{s of the ſame, as weight is no- 
thing elſe but a ſolid addition of 
matter. Wherefore if there were 
in an equal. commenſurative quan- 
tity, {o- much of the ſolid matter 
of Fire, as there is of the matter 
of Earth, Fire would be as weighty 
as Earth. But the cauſe of the 
weight of Sazurn, is its immature 
congelation, becauſe it dh not 
yet rejet the droſs of its parts, 
whence pores are made in it ; but 
the pure and impure abide through 
mixt together in. it everywhere, 

as in the firſt crude Nuick-file ', 
in which the in{piſſation and' coa- 
gulation is weak , for that cauſe 

turn or Lead retains the weight 

of its Qu oh: ;ſf ther, not becauſe of 
eporiry ot its foli& matter, bi 
becauſe 
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xcauſe of irs immature coagula- 
ton or cotion. Wherefore if in 
his Work yon would not deſtroy 
the Fire and Air,” you muſt pre- 
frye in a diſtinct and like propor- 
ion the heart of rhe Compound : 
ſat if you wonld not deſtroy the 
kir and the Water, then in the 
ame Compound you muſt cheriſh 
the humid : ſo in the ſame man- 
wer you may preſerve the Water 
nd Earth, or the Earth and the 
fire, in the ſaid Work, by 'preſer- 
ring rightly, and by the artifice 
of the Philoſophick skill, both the 
old and dry : becauſe if you de- 
ſroy any one of them, the propor- 
tionafyle form and kind of Gold is 
loft. For this cauſe the Philoſo- 
phers ſay, our Gold is made of 
every thing, that is, of every Ele- 
ment , every Element being in- 
trinfically preſerved in it, and 
actually compounding it : where- 
fore all the Elements are intrinfi- 
cally in a&t or power, the princi- 


ples of all compounded alterable 
things, and for thar cauſe are ſaid 
| © Up £Q 
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to be all things. Furthermore, my 
Reverend DoQtor, for your credits 
ſake, you muſt underſtand the ſay. 
ings of the Philoſophers according 
to the poſlibility of Nature, and 
not according to the found of 
Words : For they have handled 
this holy and hidden Art, and' its 
Secrets, under Similitudes, Fables, 
Riddles, and obſcure words, and 
have hid it purpoſely, that it 
might riot be expoſed to the un- 
learned, impious, and unworthy. 
Furthermore, that I may go on to 
other Heads of your Epiſtle, I un- 
. derſtand the artifice of your Stone 
to be a compoſure from Gold, but 
from your writing I cannogappre- 
hend it, becauſe you ſer not Yown 
the firſt original of that Compo- 
ſition. Therefore I ſhall not need 
to handle it more at large, till 
you inſtruct me fully and more 
plainly in its Compoſition and 
Operation : For I cannot neither 
believe that the Elixir, or Philoſo- 
phers Stone, can confilt of the ſigns 
appearing in it, and of the proper-

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ties of the nutritive vegetation of 
the flaming Fire, which, you attri- 
bute to it, as I have openly ſhewed 
in what I have faid already. But 
when I received your Work, and 
the gift of ſo great a Secret fent 
unto me, I at once underſtood 
your unfeigned love, and free con- 
fidence in me.

But they called 
the Air and Fire, the Soul ; be- 
cauſe they ripen and digeſt the 
whole Compound. And they na- 
med them thus, with reſemblance 
unto Humane nature, becauſe in a 
well-conſtituted Fleſh there ought 
to be Bones to ſuſtain 'the Body, 
and likewiſe there ought*to be in 
the Fleſh a vivacity of vegetable 
Accidents, which - are called its 
Spirits : contrary to the errors 
of the Pagan Philoſophers , who 
thought the vital Spirizs -t0 be 
ſomething diſtin&t trom tle Body 
compounded, and parts compoun- 
ding it : fo alſo there muſt be in 
Humane Fleſh an informing Soul, 
digeſting in man the brutal ads, 
and to work in him the intel- 
lectual work. But we muſt under- 
ſtand it otherwiſe in our. Stone, in 
which the Earth hath the name of 
the Body, Air and Water phgn 
c 
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the name of Spirit, neither is in 
it a Soul but becauſe it contains 
the Air and Fire ; which I perceive 
well, you do perteMly underſtand. 
But the Philoſophers divided them 
in this manner : Ry a crude Spirit, 
they extracted a digeſted Spirit 
out of the diſlalyed Body, and 
they had remaining @ fixed maſs 
of Aſhes to be farther diſſolved, jn 
which they found an incombalt- 


ble and tony oplingſs and gum- 


mineſs, which they called the 
Soul ; which enlivens, unites, in- 
cerates and praduces united Ng- 
tures ; and in the Spirit they dif- 
joyned the Naturgs, fo in the Oyl 
they re-canjoyned them. For our 


StoreVath not an informing na- 


ture, as a Vegetative or a Senſi- 
tive, but it hath only a formed 
form, which form is the very Ele- 
ments themſelves, becauſe it is hq- 


mogeneous. But mans Body, and 


that of other Senfitives, is heterq- 
geneous : For Bones, Fleſh, Bloud, 


'Marrow, Hair and Nails, are di. 


ſtinguiſhed differently in it ; which 
M + 1 $ 
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is otherwiſe in Gold, in which 
' whatſoever there is, is found to be 
of one kind. Wherefore, my Re- 
verend Decor, the Philoſophers 
ſpeak this by way of fimilitude, 
by reaſon of the adminiſtration of 
Art , and operation of Nature: 
fiot becauſe there is 2 Soul in the 
Stone.,, but metaphorically, (as 
you well know} nor Spirit, nor 
Body, -( as an informing form) as 
it is fotind 16 Man, and other Sen- 
fitives: Verily I tell you, that 
Oy1 which naturally incerates and 


unites Natures, and naturally in- . 


diices the Medicine into other Bo- 
Gies that are to be tinged, is not 
compounded of any otheg, extra- 
neovs thing; but out of the Þbyels 
of the Body that is to be diffol- 
ved : which Oyl retains the colour 
of its Spirit always, until it be re- 
thickaed, and then firſt of all it 
puts on the Royal Enfigns, that is, 
a citrineneſs and Meralline form, 
which it manifeſts to all; in Gold, 
a Golden, in: Silver, a - Silver co- 
Tour and fortn ; which Oyl if it be 
4 Sel, 
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Sol, being diſſolved, is perceived to 
be red inwardly, thongh outward- 
ly it appear white, under the form 


- of liquid Quick-ſilver. Now ſome 


think to compound an Oyl-as ge- 
nerous and powerful as this Oyl 
is, namely out of Mercury through- 
ly dryed, or out of the ſubſtance 
of Tin, 'or Body of the Sun, com- 
mixed with ingredients of divers 
kinds ; but for what concerns our 
Work, their Experiment is falla- 
cious. They can indeed reduce the 
ſpecies of Metals into 2a kind of 
Oyl, but they cannot at any hand 
reduce them into a Metallick 
kind, obſerving and keeping the 
prqpairtion of the things to be 
mixed ſound and entire. But that 
Oyl may be profitable for Medi- 
cine to ſ{enfitive . Creatures , be- 
cauſe the nature of Gold is diffol- 
ved therein ; but yet impertinent- 
ly and unprofitably as to our Phi- 
lofophick Work. Beſides, my Ho- 
noured DoCtor, that I may lightly 
touch on the remaining Heads of 
your Epiſtle, you mult diligently

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Work ;* for as the tnatter-of this 
Compoſition produces - divers cf- 
feats, ſo it obtains differeat names 
one after another.. Thence ir ma- 
nifeſtly appears, that Azor is not 
requifite to the Elixir, becauſe in 

this Work the Elixir goes before 
Azar, and not the contrary ; like 
as Water precedes the Oyl, and 
the Spirit the Soul : For Azor is 
drawn and. extracted out of the 
Elixir, as Oyl out of Water, and 
not contrariwiſe; as mentioa is 
made elſewhere. For example ſake; 
as in the Art of Phyſick, pure fim- 
ple Fountain-water, by boyling in

cine, and more generous for r&- 
ſtoring 
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ſtoring man's fick Body unto 
health, the decoted Body of the 
"Chick is beaten into a maſh, with 
the ſaid Water already altered in- 
, to a boyled Broth; or with part of 
it, and is diſtilled by 'a ftronger 
decoction, whence a'Broth and de- 
coftion wil} be made much more 
noble and generons, partaking of 
the whole nature of the Chicken : 
Becauſe by this ſecond decoction 
not only the moiſt parts, but the 
hof parts, that is, its acrial and 
fiery patts, being melted into the 
Broth or decoQion, are throughly 

' mingled and diffolved : and there- 
+ fore the whole virtue of the Chick 
is in: ſuch a decoftion extrafigd 
into the aforeſaid Liquor... So it 
falls out in thePhiloſophick Work, 
becauſe the crude: Mineral Spirit, 
like Water, is joyned with its Bo- 
dy, to difſolye it in its firſt de- 
coftion : whence it is called Re- 
bis, becauſe it is compounded of 
two, or 2 double thing, to wit, of 
the Maſculine and Feminine Seed, 
that is, of the thing to be difſol- 
ved,

Out of this Elixir, my Venerable 


Doctor, as ont of the firſt Broth 
orgB@llion of a ſimple decoction, 
Azor is cxtracted, to wit,-by 4 


ſtronger and iterated diſtillation: 


which Azor reſembles and partici- 
pates the nature of its Body from 
which it was extracted, which is 
hot, and retains its virtue in it 
ſelf, namely an Oylie nature, 
which. is hot and moiſt, becauſe it 
is actual Fire and Air; though all 
the Elements are in it in Eſſence, 
and 
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and by Compoſition. Medicines 
| therefore to cure the Bodies of 
Senſitives, may be compoſed out 
of the ſaid Metals by ſeveral arti- 
fices ; but they are not pertinent 
to the Philoſophick Work, as the 
Elixir is to Azor : that is, the 
vital Spirit and fugitive Soul are 
not diaphanous, nor tranſparent 
as the clear rear from-the Eye : 
nor every diſſolving Spirit, though 
they be cach of higher Natures 
than another, according to their 
degrees, as the Soul is higher than 
the crude Spirit, being they are 
not of one form. For as the Soul 
Jies hid under the ſpecies of a dif- 
folved Spirit, before its re-Mgif- 
ſation, (for the Soul being ex- 
tracted out of the Body, always 
appeareth like NQuick-fitver ) fo 
after its inſpiflation the Soul and 
Body lie hid under the ſpecies of a 
Body. Your Worſhip hath ſeen an 
Experiment thereof, in the Powder 
ſometime ſent to that King whofe 
Phyſician you are ; in which Expe- 
riment, Rrick-ſilyver was found in 


the 


the fecies of Quick-ſilver, but if 
that which remained in the bottom 


certainly have aſſumed the fame 
form of Powder : But that Powder 
muſt be called a Tin&ture nomi- 
nally only, not that it is a Medi- 
cine for Metals, for it is not yer 
perfc Gly fixt ; yet as a Medicine: 
for Men, it is of very good force.. 
But the fixt Medicine without all 
doubt excecds this humane Medis 
cinc in all virtues, both as-to Me- 
tals, and to Men ; which cannor 
come to pals in a clear diaphanous 
and tranſparent Liquor : Becauſe 
if the aforeſaid Ekxir and Azor, 
thgt®, Spirit and Soul, did appear 
in, and had a tranſparency, now 
the Earth as to its proportion had 
left the Water, and had been ſepa- 
rated from it, which had thickned 
and coagulated its parts, caulmg 
an opacity in the ELxir and Azor, 
and making a congealable Meta!- 
hck form to confiſt. Fer in the 
condenſing of fixed Metallick fpe- 
cies, the condenſer mult a&t upon 
the. 
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had been coagulated, it would ,.

the condenſable, and the coagula- 
ting upon the coagulable ; which 
- »cannot be in the aforeſaid diapha- 
 nops and .clcar Water. Bur ir 
| happens. otherwiſe in Vegetables, 
in which a ſimple and. diaphanous 
Water is thickned by . decoQtion 
-- into the Vegetables themſelyes : 
which yer by the Teſt of the Fire 
doth at length vaniſh and evapo- 
rate, becauſe it is not permanent 
and fixed in its compoſition, be- 
cauſe it had not with it an Earth 
naturally homogeneal to.it in its 
compoſition, as Quick-ſitver bath : 
which Earth indeed is the cauſe 
of permanent fixation in homoge- 
neous things : wherefore {#gle 
Water cannot by coagulation be 
fo fixed 'with Vegetables, as Mer- 
eury with Metals. If therefore 
Mercury ſhould be reduced to a 
tranſparency in the Work of the 
Philolophers, it would by good 
reaſon remain of an. uncoagulable 
fubſtance ; nor would it be con- 
gealed upon Laton to a Metallick 
Zorm, /þccies and proportion, which 
carries 
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carries not with, nor in it ſelf its 
own congelation , namely Water 
the Earth : which Earth ( as was 
faid ) is Mercurial, and the firſt 
cauſe of Inſpiſſation, Coagulation, 
and Fixation. If then this Water 
abide deſtitute of Metallick pro- 
portion, how ſhould it be poſſible 
that ſuch like ſpecigg ſhould be 
produced from this Compoſition ? 
They alſo erre who think to ex- 
tra a limpid tranſparent Water 
out of Mercury, and our of ir to 
work many wonderful things : For 
be it ſo that they can perfe&t ſuch 
2 Water, that Work would con- 
duce nothing either to Nature or 
= nor could it reſtore or 
uild up any perfect kind of Me- 
tal : For ſo ſoon as Merexry is 
throughly changed from his firſt 
Nature, fo ſoon he is forbidden 
entrance into our Philoſophick 
Work, becauſe he hath loſt his 
Spermatick and Metallick Nature. 
From theſe things it is manifeſt, 
what truth there is in your opt- 
non, and in what it is contrary 
and 
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' .and improper, when you ſay, there 
mult be had (as I think) to per- 
fect rhe higheſt E/xir, a Gum in

which Gummineſs the whole Phi- 
loſophers Stone is at laſt reduced

tion reſembling all the Elements, 
ſtanding like Copper and in the 
nature of Copper, exiſting alſo in 
a ſubtle. Spiritual Nature penetra- 
ting and colouring Mctallick Bo- 
dies. 
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dies. For this Stone in the ſubli- * 
mation of the firſt crude Body, | 
bath not loſt its Kind, namely of - 
the ſame Spirit, neither yet in the 
perfect- and great Gum 'doth it 
"loſe its firſt Nature ; Therefore 
Gum and Oyl belong not other- 
wiſe unto this Work, but as Ele- 
ments equally proportioned ſhut 
up together, reſolvable, united in 
the Oylie. viſcofity of the Earth, 
retained, buried, inſeparably mixr. 
For this Gum or Oyl firſt is ex- 
. tracted out of the Body, drawn 
1nto an incinerated Spirit, till the

For 
Geber teacketh this, when he ſaith, 
as you have written in your Epi- 
ſtle, If any perſon know to joyn 
and friendly unite our Sulphur un-

cas 
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"the greateſt Secrets, and one way 
of perfeQion : as if he ſhould ſay, 
_ If any man can reduce a Body to 
this, that it may be made a Gum 
. which may be throughly mingled 
with other imperfet Bodies, he 
hath found the greateſt Secret of 
Nature, &c. becauſe this perfe& 
Stone is a Gum and a Sulphur, as 
is known by what we have already 
' faid. But you muſt know, that 
Geber with higheſt prudence and 
wonderful artifice hides the truth 
under a- Veil, intermingling with 
it many obſcurities and falſities, 
which thoſe who are ignorant at 
firſt appearance imagine to be 
truth ; yet he ſpeaking like a Phi- 
loſopher ſecretly under this craff 
doth openly, learnedly and Phi- 
loſophically deſcribe the truth : 
wherefore the unexperienced and 
Sophiſters, not underſtanding his 
mind and wit, nor the nature of 
the thing, do perverſly turn afide 
to the vulgar expoſition and ſound 
of the words. For he faith, If thou 
knoveſt that, we have ſaid ſome- 
'_. thing 
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thing to thee ; but if thou knoweſt 
not, we have ſaid nothing to thee. 
Wherefore in reading Philoſo- 
phick Books , confider eſpecially 
the poſſibility of Nature ; not- 
withſtanding ſome Writers of this 
Art have alſo ſometimes erred, 
and have happened ſometimes to 
| have handled it, as to the natural 
truth, either ill or ambiguouſly. 
As it may be obſerved that Arnel- 
dus de Villas Novs hath faid, in 2 
Book which he called his Roſary, 
that raw Mercury, that is, Ruick- 
filver, which in its own nature is 
cold and moiſt, by Sublimation 
may be made hot and dry ;* after- 
wargs being revived, it becomes 
h# and moilt like the complexion 
of Man. You will ſay then, what 
wonder is it if it be joyned with 
the Sun, that it likewiſe becomes 
of the nature of the Sun? For 
Mercury is of 2 conver: :v!e nature, 


as the Heavenly Mercy, which is 
ſuch as the Plane: is with wich it 
is in Conjun®tion r that Arno 


a, thovg: in other Syicngces he 


were 2 Reverend and Ingenions 


Experiments only , without the 
learning of the Cauſes. Now when 
he ſaith, that in the firſt Sablima- 
tion the crude Spirit is ſublimed 


and that Mercury it ſelf, which in 
Its own nature 1s cold and moiſt, 
becomes a Powder of an hor and 
' dry nature, as he faith, this yet 

conduces nothing to our Work. 
But let it be ſo, that he makes 

of Mercury ſuch a Powder as he 

ſpeaks of, that is, throughly dried 

and hot by fublimſtion from 

Salts :; ; et thoſe Purifications are 

vain and impertinent to ®ogr 

Work, yea as to the perfeftirg of 
our Work they are hurtful, For 

though thefe inferiour Minerals 

communicate with Metals in their 

narure, yet not in kind and pro- 

portion : For the ſuperiour and in- 

feriour Minerals, in their nativity 

and ſubterraneous formation, are 

of one and the ſame conſtitutios 
pniverſally, an therefore of the 
7 ; ſame 


DoQor, yet in this Art he handled ' 


from the inferiour falt Minerals, - 
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ſame nature ; but they 4iffer in 
proportion, quality, and kind or 
form. Wherefore if Mercary be 
diſtilled with thoſe inferiour Mine- 
rals, and threughly dried , then 
bis internal nature is confounded 
and diſproportioned} and is hin- 
dred and made unprofitable, as ro 
the effe&t of a Feminine Seed, and 
invalid for our Metallick Work. 
For ſo ſoon as he is turned into the 
form of a Powder, (except from 
his Body of Sel-or Luna) ſoſoon 
he undergoes a through drineſs, 
unprofitable to the .Philoſophick 
Work. Yet I deny not, but that a 
droflie and impore Mercury may 
ovght , by a ſimple Salt, be 
ſublimed or purged once or oftnex, 
according to a dne Philoſophick 
experience, to take from it its 
drofs and outward Mineral impu- 
rity, ſo that notwithſtanding the 
idity and radical humicty of 
Mercury may always remain uns 
altered : For the Mercurial kind 
and form in ſach a Work, o6ughs 
| bo retain uncorrupted, as harks, 
bees 
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been fgid already. Nor ought its 
outward form to be reduced into 
a throughly dried Powder ; be- 
cauſe its external form being cor- 
rupted, ſhews its internal nature 
to be confounded, unleſs it be in 
the way of generation that it be 
altered, as may be manifeſtly ſeen 
in the figns which appear in the 
Work of the natural way. For 
there are Sublimations.of Mercury 
from its own proper Bodies, which 
are conjoyned and mingled with 
it, by. an Amalgamation with it in 
its moſt inward parts, from which 
being oftentimes raiſed and re- 
united, it rejets and loſes its ſu- 
perfluities, and is not confougded 
in its nature; and afterwards iPis 
very agrecable to the Philoſophick 
Work, and powerful to diſſolve 
Metallick ſpecies; yet it ,is not 
greatly altered intrinſically for 
the Philoſophick Work, unleſs it 
be altered by fixed Bodies diflol- 
ved in it. But wonderful things 
may be ;done in Medicines for 

Fealrives from this dried Powder, 
*,., SET" Sy whether 
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wherher it be reduced into an Oyl, 
or into Water, or it abide in 2 
Powder ; bur it is not at all perti- 
nent tothe Philoſophick Experi- 
ment. ' And therefore it muſt be 
univerſally noted, that ſo ſoon as 
Mercury is turned into a Powder, 
of whatever forr, contrary to the 
nature of its Body to be diſſolved, 
fo ſoon will it . be unprofitable to 
the Philoſophick Work. There are 
certain deceiving Sophiſters, who 
by joyning Yenus to it, or adding 
other ſpecies, make a Sophiſtick 
Work ; that is, they give unto im- 
perfect Copper a colour, but not 
natural ;. they induce indeed a 
king of an apparency , but not 2 
true nature, that is, tranſmara- 
tion : like as he that paints a dead 
Image, or compoſes a Statue of 
Wood, which appears only, but is 
not'; and as much as a living 
difters from an Image and Picture, 
ſo much differs their Work from 
the Philoſophick. Hence this mix- 
ture perſeveres not in the Teſt of 
the Fire, though it be Mineral ;

becauſe Nature 'attrafts - it nor (#7 


from @ propurtionable digeſtion, 
nor hath Art vehemently decocted 
1t t6 an alteration of rhe mixt na- 
turss : wherefore:that Copper ap-

every thing to be altered, mutt 
hrſt be throaghly mingled. For 
indeed ſuch a Water may wipe 
away from it ſome ſuperficial droſs 
ſwimming upon it, but cannot in- 
fuſe into it a new quality : For 
what nature ſoever Mercury redu- 
ced into a Powder, and mortified 
by Sublimations, retained, ſuch
